FLOODS IN TDK SOUTH. 
N a s h v i l l e , Tenn., March It.—Tho 
Cumberland river is ricing from Burn­ 
side, Ky., to this point. The gauge 
here reads 48 feet. The backwater 
covers a great deal of territory here, 
and several hundred families have 
been 
forced 
to 
seek 
safety 
on 
more elevated ground. 
Several large 
manufacturing 
establishments 
have 
suspended operations, their yards being 
flooded, • and within 
the next two 
days others will be obliged to cease 
business. The street railroad tracks in 
«omc portions of the city are covered by 
water. There is already much suffer­ 
ing among the poorer classes who have 
been 
obliged 
to 
move, 
and 
the 
relief 
society 
is 
making 
arrangements to 
properly care for 
them. Fully 2,000 people have left 
their homes and many others will be 
driven out to-day. No loss of life is re­ 
ported, but numerous narrow escapes 
have been made. 
At Burnside, the 
head of the river, people are moving to 
the upper stories of their homes and 
the streets are being navigated by 
boats. 
In Nashville, boats manned by 
men are busy moving out the people 
who failed to appreciate their danger 
and were caught by the rise, which cut 
off all avenues of escape for them. 
O k o l o n a , Miss., March IO.—Reports 
just received show that great damage 
has been done throughout the country 
by the floods of Saturday and Sunday. 
Many bridges and turnpikes have been 
washed away, and at this time it is im­ 
possible to estimate the damage. The 
Illinois Central railroad is sending its 
fast trains cover 
the Vicksburg <& 
Meridian and Mobile & Ohio railroads 
via Jackson, Tenn., in consequence of 
a washout about Jackson, Miss. 
At Lexington, Miss., the storm was 
the most destructive ever known in 
that community. The town is almost 
entirely cut off from all communica­ 
tion with the outside world. The Illi­ 
nois Central bridge I mile east of that 
town is entirely destroyed, so that 
trains cannot come, and the loss is 
incalculable. 
The track is washed out 
in many places. 
Saturday evening 
Minnie Bray, a young colored school 
teacher living near here, while stand­ 
ing on her gallery .viewing the storm 
was 
struck 
by lightning 
and in­ 
stantly killed. 
Bridges, both wood­ 
en and 
iron, were washed away, 
and roads were washed into gullies 
in many places, rendering them impas­ 
sable. Farming operations have been 
entirely suspended and the land that 
had formerly been plowed is badly 
washed, delaying planting two or three 
weeks. 
Fences along tho creeks are 
completely gone. 
Farmers are greatly 
discouraged at the outlook. 
A terrible storm passed within I 
miles of Brandon, Miss., late Sunday 
night, carrying destruction in its path. 
Every house of Senator Donald’s place 
was blown away and he and his wife 
seriously injured.

don’t want any interference with the 
verdict. I am satisfied. Let them hang 
me Saturday. 
I am ready. 
You will 
not get me into court unless you carry 
me over or

me 
out.” 
He 
would listen to none of the pleadings 
•f the officers or to his attorneys, and 
sullenly lay down upon his bed, resigned 
to his fate. As a last resort Attorney 
Webber asked the court to have his 
sanity investigated, but Judge Vail 
overruled all motions by declaring th at 
he believed Crawford of sound mind, 
adding further that under the law he 
could not interfere in the case without 
the consent and presence of the pris­ 
oner.

S afety O m nibuses. 
An arrangement for preventing the 
overturning of omnibuses and other 
road vehicles in case of the breakage of 
a wheel or an axle, or of the drawing 
of an axle box, was recently put suc­ 
cessfully through its trials. 
The inven­ 
tion consists of four supports attached 
to the axle, one being placed just inside 
of the four wheels. 
Each support has 
at the bottom a small solid wheel or 
roller, which normally is about an inch 
above the road surface. 
Upon either 
of the wheels coming off, the support 
next to it comes into play, and the ve- 
licle runs upon the three remaining 
wheels and one of the small wheels. 
In the repent trials an omnibus fitted 
with the safety appliances and having 
all four wheels loose on the axles was 
filled with passengers inside and out. 
It was then driven about at good 
speed on rough places in the roadway 
and over tram rails in zigzag fashion 
until one or more of the wheels came 
off, when it was driven back to the 
starting point without the pace being 
slackened. 
A number of runs were 
made, all the wheels in one instance 
coming off, and the omnibus returning 
on the rollers only. 
No violent shock 
was experienced on a wheel coming off, 
nor was there in any case serious lurch­ 
ing, even when on a sidelong slope. 
It 
is stated that tho experiments were in 
every way successful, and so far show 
that the appliance fulfills its intended 
purpose.—New York Telegram.

“Its 
discovery is credited to Athanasina 
lurcher, who died in lGS'X though as 
sertions have been made that, Roger 
Bacon, 
four centuries earlier, was 
familiar with it. 
There is no doubt, 
however, that for a long time after its 
invention the magic lantern was re­ 
garded almost purely and simply as a 
toy, though persons calling themselves 
wizards employed the apparatus to 
summon ghosts and do other tricks for 
the deception of tho ignorant. 
“Even to this day the magic lantern 
remains a most popular toy, and slides 
for the entertainment of children arc 
manufactured by wholesale in many 
large cities, both here and abroad. 
Nearly all of them arc painted on the 
glass, often in water colors, though 
transparent oil colors are best for tho 
purpose. With such a medium all sorts 
of funny pictures are produced, which, 
thrown upon awliite sheet, are calcu­ 
lated to give amusement to the youth­ 
ful audience. It Is easy enough to give 
the funny figures action by employing 
two slides; one, representing the back­ 
ground, remains stationary in tho lan­ 
tern, while the other is moved across.

a “positive,” like an ordinary photo­ 
graph. 
“An interesting and familiar applica­ 
tion of the magic lantern is made by 
revolving two glass dishes with concen­ 
tric painted patterns in tho lantern, 
working the two in opposite ways by a 
simple wheel contrivance, so that tile 
patterns are mingled in a beautiful 
kaleidoscopic fashion. 
“But moro curious and useful is tho 
idea of placing living organisms within 
double slides of glass inclosing water, 
so that the organisms in question are 
exhibited upon the screen alive actually, 
for tho study of tho knowing and tile 
ignorant. 
Even the growth of crystals. 
in process, is shown in a singular way, 
though not less extraordinary is tho 
method practiced with the aid of the 
magic lantern of causing figures upon 
tho whito sheet, by a simple device, to 
grow to be giants that threaten to de­ 
vour the spectat *rs.”
